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PREFACE 


"To  bring  together  the  records  of  the  past  and  to  house  then  in  the 
buildings  v.'here  they  v.ill  be  preserved  for  the  use  of  nen  living  in  the  future, 
a  nation  raust  believe  in  three  thinj,s .  It  must  believe  in  the  past.  It  nust 
believe  in  tlie  future.  It  must,  above  all,  believe  in  the  capacity  of  its 
people  so  to  learn  froia  the  past  that  they  can  gain  in  judgment  for  the  creation 
of  the  future,"  President  Roosevelt  has  said. 

The  purpose  of  the  Historical  Records  Surve^y  of  the  V/ork  Projects 
Administration  is  to  survey,  preserve,  and  render  accessible  historical  source 
materials  of  all  kinds.  The  v;ork  of  the  project  is  divided  into  the  follo'ving 
main  classifications:   Public  records,  private  manuscripts,  church  records,  and 
early  American  portraits.   Copies  of  the  pu.blications  of  the  Lassachusetts 
Historical  Records  Survey  are  distributed  to  prominent  libraries  throughout 
the  nation  and  to  the  large-r  and  more  centrally  located  libraries  in 
i/Iassachusetts. 

Guide  to  the  i  anuscript  Collections  in  the  V'orcester  Historical  Society  is 
one  of  a  series  of  inventories  and  guides  to  manuscript  collections  issued  by 
the  Historical  Records  Survey  in  Massachusetts.   Earlier  publications  are  listed 
at  the  end  of  this  volume.   Forthcoming  publications  in  the  field  of  manuscripts 
include  a  calendar  list  of  the  Abbj^  Kelley  Foster  papers,  and  a  Guide  to 
].anuscript  Collections  in  lassachusetts  (outside  Boston). 

This  volume  is  designed  to  provide  a  guide  to  the  manuscript  collections 
deposited  in  the  '/orcester  Historical  Society.   It  is  not  presented  as  an  ex- 
haustive study  nor  as  a  complete  description  of  every  individual  manuscript  in 
any  systematic  arrangement  of  stj'^le.   The  ricthod  used  of  describing  the  more 
than  25,000  manuscript  items  falls  •.vithin  the  division  of  the  physical  arrange- 
ment.  Papers  belonging  to  individual  families  have  been  treated  as  collections 
and  are  described  in  Part  I  of  this  guide  as  Family  Collections.  The  largest 
of  these  collections  are  the  Adams,  Beaman,  Conant,  and  Illler  papers.  Of  no 
less  im.portance  but  sraller,  are  the  Sur.mer,  Goffe,  Stephen  and  Abby  Kelley 
Foster,  and  the  i^rriari  papers.   It  i.iay  be  noticed  that  more  space  has  som.e- 
times  been  given  to  the  description  of  small  collections  of  papers  than  to  those 
of  greater  bulk.   Upon  exaiiin^  tion,  ho"ever,  it  "ill  be  obser'/ed  that  a  large 
collection  ray  be  composed  chiefly  of  one  type  of  i-a.terial,  "hile  a  smaller  one 
may  be  coriposed  of  miscellaneous  papers  covering  many  types  and  subjects;  the 
materials  may  be  included  •  ithin  the  life  span  of  an  individual  and  nay  be  verj'' 
brief,  or  they  may  cover  papers  of  m.er.bers  of  sevcrfl  success iv-;  generations  of 
a  family;  the  records  m£.y  refer  to  one  business,  or,  as  in  the  Boama.n  collection, 
cover  im.portant  events  relating  to  the  incorporation  and  gro'.th  of  several  to"ns 
in  v;hich  members  of  the  fcudly  served  as  officers.   Part  II  records,  by  groups, 
rjaterial  pertaining  to  IJorcester,  its  citizens,  and  its  associations;  to  indi- 
vidual toi.'ns  and  cities  v.'ithin  '.orcester  County;  to  lassachusetts  tovns  and 
cities  outside  Worcester  County;  and  to  Nev/  England  states  by  locality.  This 
grouping  follo^vs  the  systei-  used  by  the  Society. 


Two  large  collections  of  r.£tnuscripts  are  entirely  separate  fron  the  papers 
described  in  the  precedinj,;  sections:  military  papers  and  the  Natural  History 
Society  collection.  The  nilitary  papers  are  in  addition  to  any  listed  anong  the 
fanily  collections  or  referred  to  by  locality.  The  Society  has  on  exhibition, 
franed  and  in  glass  cases,  about  100  nanuscripts,  and  these  have  been  listed  in 
chronological  order  in  the  Appendix,  since  they  have  not  apparently  been  consid- 
ered as  belonging  to  any   specific  group. 

In  describing  the  quantity  of  a  rranuscript  collection,  the  tern  "volume"  is 
used  to  connote  bound  i.anuscripts ;  "piece"  r.ieans  an  unbound  manuscript  5  "item"  is 
used  to  include  both  terms.  Parentheses  about  dates  indicate  life-spans. 
Arrangement  of  Part  I  is  alphabetical  by  fai:iily  nai.iei  in  the  descriptions  of  col- 
lections, chronology  is  observed  so  far  as  practicable. 

This  volume  -.vas  compiled  and  edited  by  Its.   :.;thel  L.  v;'ood  of  the  Boston 
office.  Liatericil  -..as  gathered  by  the  manuscripts  unit  of  the  ilassachusctts 
Historical  Records  Survey,  under  the  direction  of  V.'illiar.  S.  Piper,  Supervisor 
of  the  V/orcester  district,  aiid  it  v/as  prepared  in  accordance  v.dth  instructions 
and  procedures  issued  by  the  l.'ashington  office  of  the  Survey.  The  cover  for  this 
volume  "'as  designed  by  Jlaurice  R.  v/iieulur,  and  the  mimeographing  was  in  charge  of 
i'krcus  Louis  Haffer.

Four  nen  met  on  the  evening  of  January  23,  1875,  at  the  home  of  Samuel  E. 
Staples  and  agreed  that  an  organization  v.'as  needed  in  './orcester  that  \;ould 
preserve  material  and  kno\.ledge  relatinf;  to  the  early  history  of  the  city. 
They  ^,;Gre  ordinary  citizens  untrained  as  archivists,  historians  or  collectors, 
nor  ^'ere  they  -.'.'ealthy.  The  local  directory  listed  tham  as  agent,  student, 
grocer,  and  furniture  repairer,  but  v/hat  they  lacked  in  experience  and  funds 
was  offset  by  their  enthusiasm.  By  1877,  they  had  gathered  around  then  enough 
interested  friends  to  incorporate  under  the  name  of  the  "l/orcester  Society  of 
Antiquity"  v.dth  37  cliarter  members.  Among  the  objects  set  forth  in  the  cer- 
tificate of  incorpora.tion  were  "cultivating  and  encouraging  among  its  members 
a  love  and  admiration  for  antiquarian  research  and  ardhaeological  science: 
and,  so  fa.r  as  possible,  to  rescue  from  oblivion  any  historical  matter  that 
mdght  other"ise  be  lost;  also,  the  collection  and  preservation  of  antiquarian 
relics  of  every  description." 

The  first  small  quarters  were  soon  outgrovm  or.'ing  to  the  zeal  of  the  mem- 
bers as  collectors.  The  gift  of  land  and  a  substantial  sum  of  money  from 
Stephen  Salisbury  in  1891  made  possible  the  erection  of  the  building,  still  oc- 
cupied by  the  Society,  which  long  ago  became  inadequate  for  the  proper  housing 
of  the  great  amount  of  material  gathered.   In  1919,  the  name  was  changed  to  the 
"Worcester  Historical  Society,"  The  Socioty  now  has  about  400  members. 

The  Society  has  never  specialized  in  any  field.  The  museum  contains  many 
thousand  articles  and  pictures  showing  in  a  material  way  the  development  and 
customs  particularly  as  they  relate  to  central  New  England.  The  library  shelves 
about  50,000  volumes,  one  section  being  devoted  to  the  works  of  V/orcester 
authors.  The  manuscript  collection  of  about  25,000  pieces  is  now  in  condition 
to  be  of  easy  access  to  research  r'orkers.  For  this  we  are  indebted  to  the 
Historical  Records  Survey  of  the  V/ork  Projects  Administration,  the  compilation 
and  systematic  filing  being  the  work  of  the  Supervisor  of  the  local  area  who  is 
one  of  our  members. 

The  Society  publishes  annually  its  Proceedings.   From  time  to  time, 
brochures  on  local  history  prepared  by  its  luerabers  are  printed.  For  several 
years  the  particular  activity  of  the  Socioty  has  been  a  scries  of  classes  in 
local  history  conducted  by  the  Executive  Director.  The  classes  are  composed  of 
high  and  grade-school  pupils  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  school  authorities. 
The  classes  are  scheduled  by  groups  and  part  of  an  afternoon  is  spent  in  the 
museum  after  which  the  Director  gives  a  talk  on  the  history  of  the  city  which, 
in  turn,  is  followed  by  a  question  period.  The  average  monthly  attendance 
during  the  present  season  has  bet,n  about  200  different  children. 

With  the  ever-present  thought  that  the  new  of  today  becomes  the  antique 
or  the  history  of  tomorrow,  the  Society  continues  the  discriminate  collecting 
of  material  in  all  its  fields.  Accessions  are  through  contribution  as  the 
Society's  funds  do  not  permit  it  to  enter  competitive  markets.

ADMS  COLLECTION,    1806-86.      1,416  items. 

Twenty-two  account  books  of  Dr.  Charles  Adams  (1782-1875)  who  practiced 
medicine  in  Antrim,  N.  H.,  Oakham  and  North  Brookfield,  Ivlass.,  1807-53.  His 
son,  Charles  (1810-86),  was  very  active  in  North  Brookfield  tovm  affairs  and 
in  state  and  national  politics,  with  no  small  reputation  as  a  genealogist, 
historian,  and  public  speaker.

Historical 
and  genealogical  notes,  1872-86;  notes  concerning  Antrim,  N.  H.  residents, 
1876-80;  material  collected  while  preparing  sketch  of  North  Brookfield, 
1880-84;  papers  concerning  Adams'  appointment  as  tovm  clerk,  1836-46;  repre- 
sentative, 1851,  1852,  1862;  justice  of  the  peace,  1852-86;  member  of 
National  Republican  Committee,  1864;  state  senator,  1865-66,  1877-78;

BEAIiAM  COLLECTION,  1728-1866.   Approx.  3000  items. 

The  Beaman  collection  is  irainly  that  of  Ezra  Beaman  (1736-1811)  and  his 
son  Ezra  (1770-1863).  These  two  were  very  prominent  men  of  their  day  in 
Shrewsbury,  Boylston,  and  V/est  Boylston.  The  father  '.-as  an  officer  df  the 
militia  and  later  had  a  distinguished  record  in  the  Revolution  beginning  with 
the  Bunker  Hill  fight.  The  items  refer  principally  to  Shrewsbury  and  Boylston

town  affairs;  the  incorporation  of  the  towns  of  Boylston  and  West  Boylston;  the 
business  enterprises  of  the  family  as  inn  holders,  millers,  storekeepers,  and 
investors;  and  to  the  public  life  of  Ezra,  Sr.  and  his  son  as  town  officials 
and  as  active  participants  in  the  organization  and  building  of  churches  and 
schools . 

Church  papers  consist  of  the  account  of  the  controversy  over  the  hiring  of 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Avery,  of  the  church  at  Holden,  and  records  of  meetings  and  bap- 
tisms at  this  church,  1773-74;  18  papers  relate  to  the  incorporation  expenses 
and  suppoi-t  of  the  meetinghouse  in  the  western  part  of  Boylston,  1792,  together 
with  pew  deeds,  plans,  church  books,  receipts,  and  church  papers,  1793-1850; 
and  92  papers  relating  to  the  organization,  building,  preaching  accounts,  min- 
utes of  meetings,  sale  of  pews,  and  sermons  of  the  First  Liberal  Church  in  West 
Boylston,  1830-60.  Correspondence  of  a  personal  nature  was  carried  on  "by   Ezra 
Beaman,  Sr.  and  his  son  with  the  following:   C.  W.  Harris,  Holden,  1779;  Jonathan

for  $4,000,  1806-18;  terms  of  an  agreement  with  Robert  Parkinson  Lof  England] 
to  whom  Beaman  is  to  deed  a  mill  with  water  rights,  for  $5,000,  to  be  used  as 
a  cotton  factory,  1809,  which  Parkinson  later  deeds  to  John  Slater  &  Co.,  1812; 
paper  giving  privileges  to  John  Slater  &   Co.  to  erect  and  operate  a  mill,  1815. 
There  are  court  records  of  Inf carer  [inferior]  and  Supearer  [Superior]  court 
sessions  at  V/orster  ||\/orcester ],  1777;  summons  to  Ezra  Beaman  to  give  evidence 
in  case  of  Olivtsr  Barnes  vs.  Daniel  Harris,  1793;  writ  of  attachment  on  goods 
or  person  of  James  Hart,  schoolmaster,  of  Newmarket,  N.  H.  1795;  summons  to 
Joseph  Chenej'-,  blacksmith  of  \iest  Boylston,  vs_.  Jonathan  Plimpton,  yeoman  r§ 
real  estate  transactions,  1817;  writ  of  attachment  on  Jabez  Bigelow  and  Solomon 
Parsons,  traders,  botli  of  l/orcester,  against  John  Hammond,  yeoman,  for  breach 
of  contract,  1839.   Seventy-five  deeds  of  land  in  Lancaster,  Shrewsbury, 
Boylston,  and  West  Boylston  belonging  to  the  Beaman  family,  1728-1856,  together 
with  tiiose  from  Daniel  Greenleaf ,  Bolton,  to  Jabez  Beaman,  1745/6;  Lephibostheth 
Bixby,  Shrewsbury,  to  Jabez  BeaiTian,  1750/l;  Joseph  Dinsmoor,  Lancaster,  to  . 
Ezra  Beaioan,  Shrewsbury,  1775;  and  Joel  Sawtell  and  wife,  Dinah,  Warren,  R.  I. 
to  Calvin  l.'inter,  Boylston,  1813.  Military  papers  consist  of  a  receipt  for 
"now  Emition"  in  full  by  Aaron  Sawyer,  Shrewsbury,  for  his  part  of  the  hire  of 
one  Continental  man  for  throe  years  in  "clas"  to  which  he  belonged  in  Lancaster, 
1781;  request  of  Luther  Rico  to  John  Avory,  Secretary  of  Commonwealth  of 
kiassachusetts,  that  Ezr^  Beaman  pay  amount  due  Rice  for  services  "at  close  of

the  war  in  the  American  service  in  Col.  Crane's  regiment  of  artillery  in  Capt. 
Se-vard's  company  in  the  Massachusetts  line",  1790;  part  of  a  summons  for  John 
Sullen  of  Hardv/ick,  to  appear  at  the  inn  of  Elijah  Lyman  to  testify  in  case 
of  koses  Harris  and  ten  others  against  Isaac  Powers,  IVS-t,  application  of 
Abigail  V/aite  for  a  pension  in  1843,  certifying  that  her  late  husband  served 
as  a  private  in  the  Revolution  under  Capt.  Thomas  Nixon  of  Southborough  and 
Captain  Gleason  of  Framingham  in  the  years  1775-76  and  about  half  of  1780, 
a.nd  that  he  also  fought  at  Bunker  Hill.  There  are  isolated  items  concerning 
the  construction  and  upkeep  of  schools,  1746-1809;  an  unsigned  report  of 
committee  to  settle  accomodations  in  the  several  school  squadrons  in  Boylston; 
plan  of  nev/  schoolhouse  to  be  erected,  statement  of  cost  of  building,  and  a 
credit  for  the  old  school  house  sold  to  Jonas  Tei:!iple,  17S0;  list  of  timber  to 
be  furnished  by  oaw3'-er  for  school  house,  1791}  list  of  laaterials  furnished  by 
individuals  and  material  bought  for  the  school  house,  1797;  record  of  school 
copmixtee  of  Boylston,  shov;ing  estimated  cost  of  "keeping  school  by  Joel 
Howes",  also  a  list  of  the  names  of  ''Comiaittee  for  examining",  1801|  list  of 
forty  items  against  '^hich  are  various  names  and  amounts  "for  the  Schoolhouse 
North  of  the  River  by  Esq.   Beaman's",  1809. 

Besides  the  ijany  loose  business  accounts,  the  collection  has  a  separate 
group  of  volumes  kept  and  \'jritten  by  four  members  of  the  Beaman  family.  The 
single  papers  are  accounts,  bills,  and  receipts,  such  as  carried  by  s.   farmer 
and  inn  holder,  1757-1865,  254;;  and  96  similar  papers  with  names  other  than 
Beaman  as  f ollov/s  :   the  Rev.  Mr.  Fairbanks,  Shrev/sburjr,  1783;  Reuben  i/ilder, 
Lancaster,  1787;  Capt.  Joseph  Bigelow,  1788;  Robert  Andre-ws,  1792;  Aaron  VAiite 
to  John  Temple,  1811;  Calvin  Laynard  to  G.  P.  Brown,  1811;  i^iathaniel  Bayley, 
1812;  Patience  Hastings  to  Abijah  Drury,  1812;  Josiah  and  '.'.  Li.  Steadman, 
Boston,  1618;  3a.rd\vell  and  Hoag  to  Dennis  FCeyes,  1318;  John  Hougliton,  tax 
collector  of  the  tovm  of  Sterling,  18S3,   The  earliest  volume  is  that  of 
John  Beaman  His  Book,  1711,  then  follows  an  account  book  of  Jabez  Beaman, 
Shrewsbury,  1742-52.   Records  kept  by  Ezra  Beaman,  Sr.  embrace  13  day  books 
and  journals  of  store,  tavern,  mill,  and  miscellaneous  accounts,  1754-98;  5 
account  books  of  lumber,  store,  and  tavern  accounts,  1784-1808;  ash  books 
1784-1814,  Lthe  Beamans  dealt  in  hs.rd  wood  ashes  collected  locally  and  shipped 
to  soap  works  in  Boston];  store  and  t£,.vern  ledgers,  1786-1811;  account  book 
for  building  Second  Parish  meetinghouse,  1793-1817;  and  a  saw  book,  1804. 
The  group  of  volumes  in  Ezra  Beaman  Jr's.  collection  consists  of  3  composition 
and  spelling  books,  2  in  1785,  1  in  1787;  11  day  books  £tnd  journals  of  current 
and  miscellaneous  accounts,  1815-53;  4  saw  books  of  material  sawed  and  miscel- 
laneous item£,  1839-'i3;  3  books  containing  estate  records,  1811-13,  1863,  1863- 
55;  2  weighing  books,  1840-41,  1847-48;  labor  book,  1813-15;  and  a  bound  copy 
cf  state,  town  and  county  taxes  for  1819.  Volumes  under  the  joint  authorship 
of  Ezra  ..Seaman  and  Ezra-Beamian  Jr.  covers   Day  book  and  journal  of  current 
sales,  accounts,  and  records  of  orders,  1795-96;  record  of  8.11  orders  upon 
them  as  treasurers  of  Boylston,  Holden,  Sterling  B.nd   West  Boylston,  1797-1814;

Two  members  of  the  Brigham  family  were  among  the  proprietors  of  the 
Plantation  of  riassanamisco  (Grafton)  and  a  part  of  the  original  grant  is  still 
occupied  by  their  descendants.   Charles  (1700-1781)  held  every  local 
public  office,  one  tine  representative  to  the  general  court  and  also,  under 
the  appointment  of  the  Royal  Governor,  a  roa.gistrate .   His  son,  William  (1739- 
1833),  had  little  taste  for  public  affairs.   Charles  (1769-1847),  eldest  son 
of  William,  was  like  his  grandfather,  very  active  in  town  affairs,  and  served 
as  officer  in  the  militia  from  1792  to  1809. 

Church  papers  consist  of  articles  of  faith  and  church  discipline,  a  record 
of  the  council  forming  the  church,  and  notes  of  meetings  of  the  United  Brethren 
of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Christ  in  Grafton,  1767-87;  record  of  sale  of  pet?

Alpheus  and  William  T.  Merrifield  were  influential  in  the  development  of 
V/orcester's  manufacturing  industries.  The  Msrrifield  buildings,  erected  in 
1839,  were  destroyed  in  18^4  by  the  most  disastrous  fire  in  the  history  of 
Worcester.  After  being  re-built  to  extend  some  eleven  hundred  feet  on  Union 
Street,  they  housed  many  of  the  city's  leading  industries  at  one  time  or 
another.  Judge  V/illiam  T.  Forbes  married  Harriottc,  the  daughter  of  V/illiam  T. 
Lierrifield.

tknuscript   material   contains  much  of  value   in  the   closely   interwoven 
history   of  the  many  associations  and  societies  which  began  in   1829  and   finally 
resulted  in  the  survival  of  the  original  educational  purpose  and  the  rather 
unusual  side   issue,   the  huge  V/orcester  Free  Public  Library.     The   collection 
begins  with  the   record   of  the   organization   of  the  l/orcester  Lyceum  in  1829, 
and    is   followed  by  the   organization  records   of  the   Young  Men's  Rhetorical 
Society   in  1849.      Tlio  Young  lien's   Library  Association  was   formed   in  1853. 
In  1854  the  Natural  History  Department    of  the  Library  Associr  Lion  was   started 
by  the   Rev.   Edward  Everett  Hale.      There  was  a  temporary  morgGr   of  the 
Rhetorical  Society  and  Library  Association   in  1855.      The  Lyceum  joined  with 
the   Library  Association  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  Rhetorical  Society  in
